ABOUT SEVEN ACRES IN RUINS.

Largest Damage by Fire Since the Great
London Fire of 1066=Started by an
Explosion Near s Gas Engine—Under
Control After Four Hours and a Half
=51, Giles's Church Badly Damaged.

Losxpox, England (By Cable).—London
tad a blaze Friday afternoon higzer and
more destructive thac any recorded in its
annals sinee the historie fire that followed
the great plague iz 1666. Streets aquarter
of a mile in length were invoived, 150 great
warchouses were destroyed, 300 important
firme and hundreds of minor ones werce
burned out and damaged at a loss esti-
mated at elose upon £235,000,000. Seven
acres were burned over.

The vicarage of the famous church of St.

Giles, Cripple Gate, was destroyed, and the
chureh itself, known for its ussociations
with the poet Milton, eaught fire and was
saved with much difficulty by the firemen.
The priveipal damage was done to the roof,
the old windows, the baptismal font, and
Milton's statue.

The warchouses gutted oriafd in roins
nnmber fully 130. They were fillled with
merchandise for the Christmas trade and

employed large forees of clerks for ihr |

holiday season. [t is estimated that the
unmber of persons thrown out of work is
at least 2000, This is regarded as the most
sericus aspeet of the disaster. Maay of
these persons lost ali their helongings.

Nearly all the British fire insurance com-
panies are involved, and fira insurance
shares were practically unsaleable on the
Stoek Exchange after the flre was well un-
der way.

Nea-ly 800 telephona wireahave been eut,
thus Interrupting commuuication wilh
many of the big proviucial towns.

The fire will cause an enormons advance
in the price of ostrich feathers, which rose
30 per cent. Two feather firms alone have
lost 275,000,

The fAames broke ont just after1 o’elock,
p. m. They were fanned by a strong wind
and, fed by the inflammable stocks of fancy
goods and light material, were soon gain-
ing rapid headway. They owed their ori-
gin to the explosion of a gasengine at 50
Hamsel stroet, on the premises of Waller,
Browe & Co., mantel manufacturers.

DATTLESHIP IOWA.

This large factory was crowded with
girls when the fire broke out, and it was
instantly the scene of a semi-panle, the

Following so soon upon the great fire at
Black Friurs & few weeks ago, when mill-
ions of dollars’ worth of property was sim-
tlarly destroyed through the inefliciency of
the fire de ment, this event has awak-
ened London to the factthat it is far be-
hind the times, and that its Government in
the practical work of extinguishing fires is
a partial faflure, and msy well take a lesson
from New York.

The brigade, too, was slow in_getting to
work, mg thero was a noticeable lack of
cohesion among the varioussections.

OUR BIGGEST BATTLESHIP.

The Iowa Thoroughly Tried by a Gov-
ernmwnent Board of Inspection.

After a two days’' trip at sea, the United
States battleship Iowa, the flrst of the
new *“‘sea-going battleships™ to be built
for the navy, dropped anchor off Tomp-
kinsville, Staten Island, and later stcamed
up to the navy yard at Brooklyn, where
sg:.' was moored to the cob dock. The ves-
sel had just returned from a forty-eight
hours’ eruise at sea, on her final accept-
ance trial trip.

The Iowa is not only thelargest and most
powertul ship about to be added to the ac-
tive list of the navy, but duriag the trial
trip proved herself to be, under ordinary
conditions, equal, If not superior, in speed
and fighting ability to any vessel of her
class in any of the navies of the worid.

The trinl trip wes made according to
agreement between the bailders of the ves-
sel and the Government officlals to deter-
nine the condition of the hull with its var-
fous compartiments,the machinery,engines,
Loilers and guns, besides the turrets and
the apparatus for working them, and the
electricial appliances for discharging the
rifies in the larger batteries.

Ketcham Was Kept Out of Work—Rail.
road Must Pay Him $21,660.

Fred R. Ketcham, a blacklisted freight
train conductor, a friend of Eugene V,
Debs, and a former member of the Ameri-
can Railway Union, was awarded a verdiot

for £21,666.33 damnges against the Chicago
and Northwestern Railway, at Chicago.
He averred he was put on the placklist of
every railroad in the 2ountry.

A score of similar suits, it s said, will be
begun by former employes, who assert
that every means of gaining a livelihood
were taken from them &after the strike,
through the powerful Vanderbilt influence,

When the American Railway Union men
were called out to support the Pullman
strike in July, 1894, Eetcham gave up his
freight train.

All the strikers were dismissed, and when
they applied to other roads they found
their names on a blacklist.

After struggling two yesrs to obtain
steady employment, Ketcham enterad suit
agzainst the rallway company for $25,000
damages. The case has n on trial for
three weeks, and has been closely watched
by rallway employes and officials all over
the country. .

The main question before the jury was
whether the corporation had entered into
a conspiraey with other and similar cor-
porations to prevent Ketcham from earn-
ing o living,

Competitor Crew Free.

In pursuance of instructions from Spain
Captain-General Blaneo released from Ca-
bana Fortress, Havana, Cubs, Alfredo
Laborde, the captain, and Charles Bar-
nett, Ona Melton and William Gildea,
members of the erew of the American
schooner Competitor, eaptured in April,
1896, by the Spanish guuboat Mesagera, on
a charge of flibustering.
